National bank, one of the older finan­

failed to open for business. 
A notice 
juts ted rn the door was sign* <1 by 
Dank Examiner John P Cunningham 
and stated that tile bank had been 
closed by order of the eomptroller cf 
tile currency. 
The directors later issued a state­ 
ment to the effect Pint a suspension 
of business was forced by the clear­ 
ing house committee demanding that 
the bank immediately raise a large* 
amount of cash, which under existing 
financial conditions it could not dei 
wit limit gre at sacrifice. 
The only alternative under which 
business could be continued was to 
pay its clearing house exchange in 
currency, to do which would exhaust 
Pie bank's supply of ready money 
within a few days, 
in fairness to de­ 
positors and ail others interested it 
was

terms that the Institution is solvent, 
that depositors will be paid in full, and 
that the embarrassment is wholly due 
to the present stringent conditions in 
the financial world.

Watson referred to the 
last report of J. W. Paul, state mine 
inspector 
for 
West 
Virginia, 
whiqii 
stated that a small quantity of gas 
Ilad been found in mines Numbers ti 
and 8. 
This had been corrected so 
f ir as possible aud the law complied 
with in every respect. 
He also said 
thorn had been a complaint as to the 
quality of oil used, but said that this 
bad also been remedied and every­ 
thing possible bad b^en done to make 
the mine entirely safe. 
“This was a 
matter of good business policy, aside* 
from any other consideration,” said 
President 
Watson. 
“Supet intendont 
Malone bas been with the company all 
of bis life and was considered one of 
the most competent men in the min­ 
ing 
business. 
The 
connect ion 
be­ 
tween mines Numbers ti and 8 was 
made with the sole idea of making 


i them safer.” 
The explosion occurred shortly af 
tor the full force of 500 men had gone 
to work in the two mines affected. 
These mines are located on opposite 
sides of the West Fort river, at tjiis 
place,

ground wickings by a heading and on 
the surface by a great steel tipple and 
bridge. 
The finding of the corpses and four 
badly Injured men is the only reward 
for strenuous and uninterrupted work 
on th** part of large rescuing forces 
that immediately set to work at every 
possible point.
